Guy 
Quinn, Sr., whose idea was, would quite happy 
all the spiny plants furnished for the beautifica- 
tion Hon. Hirohito’s living quarters were blown 
Kingdom Come. has more business the 
than can conveniently handle, anyway, and 
already has the satisfaction having beaten the 
Japs their own game—all because, back 1927, his 
wife returned from trip with trinket made 
wee cactus tiny pot. 

Mr. Quinn looked the article curiously. 
asked where she got it. She told him. paid 
quarter for she added. 


mean you paid twenty-five cents for piece 
cactus when you've got back yard full 
demanded. 


never seen any cactus like protested 
Mrs. Quinn. Whereupon Guy grabbed bucket and 
went down among the gravel and the rocks and came 
back with pailful plants exactly like the one she 
had the pot. 


That twenty-five cent investment dime store 
novelty really the genesis business which today 
grosses between quarter and half million dollars 
annually, and serves 19,000 retail outlets the United 
States and Canada, not speak stores all the 
foreign countries that still can reached despite the 
war. The business the Novelty Plant and Pottery 
Company which Mr. Quinn and his two children, 
Guy Jr., and Mrs. Margaret McGrath, wife major 
the Eighth Command area Brownwood, are the 
owners. Guy, Jr., manager. and his sister own 
said Guy, Sr. “It’s just hobby with me.” 


Imagine man with hobby bringing nearly half 
million dollars year and regular job paying $300 
month! But it’s the truth. Quinn, Sr., chief en- 
gineer for the big Leon power plant the Texas 
Electric Service Company Eastland, plant 
helped build 1920. still works his eight 
hours daily the plant, with educated ear attuned 
for the huge and humming turbines. 
his profession, and doesn’t let any goldplated 
hobby interfere with it. 

Between his shifts the plant, Quinn fiddled with 
cactus his back yard. For five years studied cactus 
and experimented with and its cousins, the so-called 
succulents. The idea sparkled his expendi- 
ture twenty-five cents developed into project. 
1936 made his first sale, matter twenty dol- 
lars, skeptical Woolworth company store man- 
ager. was shipped consignment, and the man- 
ager’s surprise the little potted cacti sold rapidly. The

The single acre soon become nine, divided into 
bewildering complexion rock-walled beds, lush with 
seven thousand different kinds cacti and succulents, 
which are placed various shapes and sizes pot- 
tery novelties produced the company’s own pottery 
kilns and shipped 19,000 retail stores the United 
States and Canada and all nations the Western 
hemisphere. Arizona, state where cactus in- 
digenous horned toads, buys great amounts. Before 
the war, Japan was the company’s biggest foreign 
customer. The Japs, incidentally, stole march 
the market until Guy discovered they were buying 
cactus, potting and shipping back the 
sell competition with his own product. beat 
them producing cheaper and better product.

Miniature 
dolls, elephants, hats, vases and hundreds other 
china and pottery knick-knacks which make intri- 
guing arrays the counters five-and-ten stores are 
designed, molded, burned and painted the plant. 
New designs are constantly being added, and each 
month between 30,000 and 50,000 pieces are turned 
out. The company has gone into other lines as- 
sociated enterprise, too, including the publication 
books cacti and the gathering and shipment 
carloads mistletoe for the Christmas trade. Last 
year the mistletoe business amounted about $20,000. 

Quinn, still pursuing his hobby, now working 
project for making—but that another story. 
ready costs the company between $25,000 and 
$30,000 annually express charges supply the 
five-and-ten store trade. Quinn and his son may 
double that with ideas that are constantly stemming 
from the tiny twenty-five cent purchase 
which Mrs. Quinn casually made back 1927.

October, 1937, obtained from William 
Borsch Son, Maplewood, Oregon, plant 
which was labeled Sedum XYZ. Incorporated 
collection, this received the number C170. 
The culture grew well vegetatively, but failed 
produce flowers subsequent seasons. 
June, 1940, plant similar C170 was received 
Sedum leibergii from Frank Rose, Native 
Evergreens, Missoula, Montana. Data accom- 
panying this plant, which became C385 
collection, indicated that came from rock 
slides partial shade. Neither culture, C170 
C358, has ever flowered Ithaca where both 
are being grown under glass. Both behave 
perennials and make good vegetative growth. 
The stems are somewhat creeping and form 
rather dense mat. 


June, 1942, Mr. Fred Borsch sent 
small flowering specimen the Sedum XYZ. 
Then May, 1943, sent excellent flower- 
ing specimens. According him, letter 
July 10, 1942, and his father have had the 
plant for ten perhaps twelve years. had 
the impression that came originally from 
Snowberger, Payette, Idaho, but there some 
doubt about this. Meanwhile, Mr. Rose, 
October, 1942, sent large series plants, 
like the Sedum XYZ, from slope near Mis- 
soula, Montana. Later, June, 1943, sent 
flowering specimens this same plant. These 
collections differ markedly from what regard 
typical Sedum leibergii. The following table 
summarizes the differences between the two.

January Schlumbergera russelliana buds (four 
sided berry) ready open the first sunshiny day.

Stems filling out 
with more frequent syringing overhead and biweekly 
weak liquid manure applications. One the oldest 
plants collection—25 years far can ascer- 
tain.

One dry during 
winter refuses bloom but has good growth and 
color; second leave stand the cool floor 
greenhouse 40-50 degrees, good light, sandy loam— 
same watering large one—new growth, buds; 
third hang about foot below large one—all humus 
soil with third sand—dark green, slow growing plant 
with few blooms same watering, light, etc. 

January 20. Last day for the twelve blooms 
russelliana which opened the 8th. open today. 
Average seven days per bloom but 40-50 degrees 
temperature often keeps them prime condition for 
month—mark and see. 

January 23. Held neighborhood clinic for Zygo- 
cactus. Five plants attendance. Two suffering from 
poor drainage and sour soil; one from underwatering 
and lean soil; and two from bank sand starvation diet. 
Each neighbor had tale woe—no blooms, falling 
stems, and disappointment. Mixed batch soil with 
more sand than usual. Placer rinsed out the dirt about 
roots—examined same. healthy, filled with new 
soil; not took out more soil until healthy roots were 
evident, clipped off diseased roots, dusted with wetable 
sulphur, put new soil. Recommended top syringing 
for few days supply moisture. When new growth 
showed, resume normal watering. Ask for report 
results January 30th. 

dropped several partly developed buds. Decided not 
enough top moisture out draughts. Both 
will make lose buds, found. Got little cocky, 
guess, over past successes. Well, 2200 potted succu- 
lent plants housed together can’t all happy. Some 
suffer from over, some from under, and some from 

January 28. Gave third liquid manure watering 
all Epiphytes. Only ten more buds open 
russelliana. Has been glorious display—hate 
see quit. Pink spots end Epiphyllanthus 
obovatus probably new growth. Last year left too 
dry and shed some its Opuntia-like sections. Tried 
these cutting box. One survived and growing. 
Afraid move until dormant. Supposed hard 
Longest gaertneri buds one-half inch long. Two 
weeks month yet. Two stems May, 1936, 
bloomed first February, 1938, and each year since. 

January 30. Five plants mentioned under 23rd 
entry have suffered ill effects. One hopeful owner 
reports new growth the tips. Neglect and over- 
kindness have delayed their cherished desire for an- 
other year. 

January 31. Studied catalogue Mrs. Neff 
Bakkers, Knickerbocker Nursery, San Diego, Calif. 
Lists Zygos with white, white and red, violet and 
various shades lavender, even Yes sir, old 
urge too Yes, dood it.

our California Hedge- 
hog, has the best colored spines the so-called Straw- 
berry Cactus group. The flowers are large and purple 
but the fruit not quite par with the Texas 
Mexican Strawberry Cactus. But loyal Californ- 
ian can least admire their appearance. dubius 
and straminineus flowered and anticipate several 
dishes fruit with sugar and cream. 

the two dozen Echinocereus species being grown 
here all are the open. They not seem difficult 
propagate. They have beautiful flowers, some, excel- 
lent fruit. They not become too large size. 
could grow only one genus cacti, would 
Echinocereus. 

Echinomastus dasyacanthus with 
flowers and intertextus with pink, are difficult 
grow from collected plants. with most cacti, given 
time, seedlings will make better specimens than col- 
lected plants. Haste makes waste invariably and there 

Any Echinopsis will better near the coast than 
this climate. Even the shade and with lots 
water the flowers last only day. Echinopsis 
plex and turbinata are growing here and the first 
has reached large size. Echinopsis multiplex -has 
had sixty large flowers open one time, but stated 
before, they were wilting few hours after sunrise. 
For the best flowering conditions the offsets should 
thinned they not crowd. This genus in- 
creases rapidly offsets cuttings. few varieties 
make what might called semi-aerial roots and are 
ready grow wherever they touch the ground. 

Epithelantha micromeris and the larger var. greggii 
require lime, good drainage and little water. They 
look like button mushrooms and the full beauty 
their many small spines can only seen through 
magnifying glass. The small flowers are pale pink 
and red fruits look like little cayenne peppers. They 
are edible but being small offer but slight taste 
for the effort. 

Escobaria dasyacantha, tuberculosa and roseana 
are not difficult. The first two require good drainage 
while the latter will stand average treatment. does 
not resemble the others all, being covered with 
yellow spines and blooming with red flowers. 
dasyacantha preferable tuberculosa because 
the flowers remain open all day instead just ex- 
panding the afternoon. 

Espostoa lanata slow growing small white 
Cereus from the high Andes. Grafting Tricho- 
cereus spachianus doubles its rate growth that 
four five years one can have respectable sized 
plant. Some afternoon shade recommended. 

Ferocacti are tough hombres, dead alive and 
not always easy tell which. Several are natives but 
many grow “South the Border, down Mexico way.” 
All best real hot climate except two, Ferocactus 
viridescens which native the coast from San 
Diego south and immense Ferocactus which 
right the sea shore Lower California. 
not have this last variety. 

acanthodes, the California Fireball and its var. 
from Arizona are easily kept. Tall growing, 
six feet over, the spines vary color from red 
Rain intensifies the color but not sprinkle 
with the hose except rare occasions. Frequent 


sprinkling will produce washed out, drab cactus and 
often start fatal rot. 


alamosanus the fastest grower the genus. 


CACTUS AND SUCCULENT JOURNAL THE 


Its green shiny body always seems have sleek 
and well fed look matter how dry and hot the 
weather. Dust never sticks this Mexican species. 
coloratus has bright red hooked spines. infer- 
ence this should good candy cactus because field 
mice and sow bugs repeatedly chew chunks out its 
sides while passing other species. 

Ferocactus and wislizenii are two Ari- 
zona species which are used for making cactus candy. 
The large hooked central spine was used the In- 
dians early days for fish hooks. Neither need 
special care except for good drainage. 

Ferocactus echidne from Mexico low globular 
type with yellow spines and light 
gracilis has hooked red spines and purple flowers 
while has orange red bloom. Both 
come from Lower California. called 
the Tongue, has probably the strongest hooked 
central spine all Ferocacti. There are two varieties, 
one with red spines and reddish flowers while the 
other, var. flavispinus, has yellow spines and flowers. 
interesting grow these two close together. 

lecontei Arizona version our acanthodes 
but now considered being the same thing, al- 
though does not grow quite large. Both have been 
collected more than they should. nobilis has net 
flowered here yet. This low cactus with several 
heads, red and white flowers and easily grown. 

Ferocactus pilosus bears bright red spines widely 
separated ridges and head dress long sparse white 
hair. The flowers are orange red. The other name 
for this cactus stanesii. Now the writer prefers 
descriptive name rather than commemorative one 
and whenever there choice, will always use the 
descriptive name. 

the only member 
the genus growing the present time the 
author’s garden. This interesting species from South 
America grows far south Patagonia. They re- 
quire richer soil than Ferocacti. 

hamatacanthus the latest official 
and correct name Ferocactus has 
yellow flowers and lime flavored green fruit which 
makes pleasant summer drink. setispinus has the 
same yellow flowers but the fruit red. Both are 
easily grown and frequently bloom summer. 

Homalocephela texensis grows desert grazing 
bottom land and has beautiful frilled pink flowers. 
Ask any Texas stockman what thinks this cactus 
and you will surprised the strength language. 
The beautiful flowers and lasting scarlet fruit are not 
the cause this profanity but the iron spines 
which have lamed many steer. 

Lemaireocereus hollianus behaves peculiarly this 
climate far. Each winter several the shoots 
last seasons growth wither and die. The next years 
growth which replaces always much larger. This 
may just juvenile habit, not adult one. 
covered with long dark gray spines and the flowers 
are white. 

Lemaireocereus marginatus the most interesting 
species the genus. Formerly listed Pachycereus, 
has now been definitely put its correct place 
botanical reasoning the flowers and fruit certainly 
identify Lemaireocereus. This Organ Pipe 
easily handled cuttings seedlings but trifle 
tender. montainus bears excellent fruit. This 
species, spite its name, appears the most tender 
the six which are growing here.

Howard Gates, one the better known cactus 
nurserymen, spent the best part his life some 
form the flower and plant business. His mother 
operated small nursery Anaheim, and thirty-four 
years ago she had excellent collection cacti and 
succulents for those days. Howard was not too fond 
cacti then, are about learn, for when 
took over his business after the first World 
War, unceremoniously junked most these plants. 
However, 1929, Mr. Gates made his first commercial 
collecting trip the desert and since 1930 has been 
the cactus and succulent business exclusively. Dur- 
ing the first several years after 1930 collected com- 
mercially the deserts Nevada, Utah, Arizona and 
California, besides making eight long trips Baja 
California, two which took him clear the Cape. 
one these trips, company with Bill Marshall, 
his truck broke down and walked miles 
mining camp through waterless desert with only 
gallon canteen water for the trip. Mr. Gates has 
probably covered Lower California more thoroughly 
than any person that know of. His adventures there 
the various trips would make good big book. 
For some time, Gates settled down and operated 
retail mail order cactus business from the Anaheim 
location. Six years ago turned wholesale and has 
been that exclusively for the past four years. Today 
chief nursery maid two three million plants 
scattered over fifteen-acre nursery. Not long ago 
set aside plot about 75x200 feet Lower Cali- 
fornian Botanical Garden his grounds Corona, 
California. The soil conditions there are very similar 
the prevailing soil type Baja California. date 
has not had time much more than grow the 
plants this garden, but some the specimens, 
believes, are probably the finest captivity. his 
hope that before gets old and that can 
get successor trained manage his business (his 
only heir prefers minister) while makes 
least two more complete trips the Peninsula and 
then write book the cacti Lower California. 
There are still some undescribed things there and lot 
questions answer.
